The 
number. of .operationa he perform- 
ed ‘averaged about 200 a year. 
Therefore, as a matter of simple 
arithmetic, during * these :

60,000 patients, and performed

CROWN TAKE ACTION. FOR: 
ENCROACHMENT. 


. Eneroachments on Crown land’ at 
tho  Praya . East’ Reclamation, by 
reason of timber belonging to a tim- 
“ber company belng deposited outside 
..[ the firm’s bgundarics, resulted in an 
action being: heard in the Summary 
Court yesterday afternoon before 
the Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice Wood) 
when the Hon, Attorney General was 
the plaintiff. Tho defendants were 
tho Cheung timber Company, No. 


and tho claim against them was for 
tho sum of $642 being rent for: the 
use of the extra Innd for six months 
at the rate of 2 omts per square foot, 
. Mr -L, RB. Andrewes appeared for 
the Attorney General, whilo Mr, F. 
H, Loseby defended. 

-In outlining his case, Mr. Andrewes 
stated that the defendants were 
licenseca, of 16,000 square feot of 
land on the Praya Enst Reelnmation 
and upon that land they had erected 
a timber yard, Thero-had beon other 
ancroachments in respect of which the 
necessary fees had been paid. Tho 
fee under the Hcence was 20 cents per 
square foot per month, and ihe 
Crown considered that. a similat 
charge in respect’ of the encroach 
manta in question was: fatr and ren- 
sonuble,

Witness subse- 
quently went to work in Kowloon, 
his placa. being taken by Mr. W. 
Shaw. é ' 

Replying: to questions, witness anid 
he did not report it because he was: 
looking after the reclamntion work 
| and he did not interfere except on oc- 
casions: When the encroachments in- 
terfered with the reclamation work, 
as he had no special instructions, 

Mr. W. Shaw, also'an overseer in 
the P.W.D.,. anid he noticed the en- 
croachments on January 23, 1028, 
which Insted until June.

This closed the case for dhe Crown,
